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N all this time you may believe we were in 
I no little affliction for Czfar and his wife ; 
fome were of opinion he was efcaped, never to 
return ; others thought fome accident had hap- 
pened to him: but however, we fail’d not to 
fend out a hundred people feveral ways, to 
fearch tor him. A party of about forty went 
that way he took, among whom was Tufcan, 
who was perfeétly reconciled to Byam: they 
had not gone very far into the wood, but the 
{melt an unufual fmell, as of a dead body ; for 
ftinks muft be very noifom, that can be diftin- 
guifhed among fuch a quantity of natural fweets 
as every inch of that land produces: fo that 
they concluded they fhould find him dead, or 
fome body that was fo ; they pafs’d on towards 
it, as loathfome as it was, and made fuch ruf- 
ling among the leaves that lie thick on the 
ground, by continually falling, that Cafar 
heard he was approach’d ; and though he had, 
during the fpace of thefe eight days, endeavour- 
ed to rife, but found he wanted ftrength, yet 
looking up and feeing his purfuers, he rofe, 
and reel’d to a neighbouring tree, againft which 
he fix'd his back ; and being within a dozen 
yards of thofe that advanc’d and faw him, he 
call’d out tothem, and bid them approach no 
nearer, if they would be fate. So that they 
fiood ftill, and hardly belicving their eyes, 
that would perfuade them that it was Cefar that 
fpoke tothem, fo much he was alter’d: the 
afk’d him, what he had done with his wife, for 
they fmelt a ftink that almoft ftruck them dead 2 
cA€ pointing to the dead body, fighing, cry'’d 

Behold there.” They oat of the a Pe 
<over’d her, with their fticks, and found fhe 
was kall’d, and cry’d out, ‘Oh, monfter! that 
haft murder’d thy wife.’ ‘Then alking him 
why he did fo cruel a deed? He reply’d, He 
had no leafure to anfwer impertinent queftions : 
el - uy go back (continued he) and tell the 
, x 4 8 governor, he may thank fortune 

t 4 am breathing my lJaft ; and that my arm 


* is too feeble to obey my heart, in what .t had 
‘ defign’d him :’ But his tongue faultering, and 
trembling, he could fcarce end what he. was 
faying. ‘The Englifh taking advantage by his 
weaknefs, ery'’d, ‘ Let us take him alive by all 
‘ means.’ He heard them; and, as if he had 
revived from a fainting or a dream, he cried 
out, ‘ No, gentlemen, you are deceived ;-, you 
‘will find no more Cefars tobe whipt; no 
‘ more finda faith in me: feeble as you think 
‘me, I have ftrength yet lefttofecure me from 
‘ afecond indignity.” They fwore all anew . 
and he only fhook his head, and beheld them 
with fcorn. They then cry’d out, ‘ Who will 
‘ venture on this fingle man? Will nobody * 
They ftood all filent, while Czfar reply’d, 
© Fatal will be the attempt of the firft adven- 
‘turer, let him affure himfelf,’ (and, . at 
that word, held up his knife. in a menacing 
pofture:) ‘ Look ye, ye faithlefs crew, faid he, 
© ris not life I feek, nor am I afraid of dying,” 
(and at that word cut a piece of flefh from his 
his own throat, aud threw it at em) * Yer ftill 
© IT would live if Fcould, till I had perfectod 
¢ my revenge: But, oh! it cannot be; I teel 
© life gliding from my eyes and heart ; and if 1 
© make not hafte, I fhall fall a victim to the 
6 fharmeful whip.” At that, he rip’d up his-own 
belly; and took his bowels and pull’d ‘*em out, 
with what ftreeth he could ; while fome, on 


their knees imploring, befought him to hold 


his hand. But when they faw him tottering, 
they cried out, ® Will none venture on him “” 
A bold Englifhman cry’d, ‘Yes, if he were 
the devil,’ (taking courage when he faw him 
almoft dead) and {wearing a horrid oath for 
his farewel to the world, he rufh’d on him. 
Cefar with his arm’d hand, met him fo farely, 
as fuck him to the heart, and he fell dead at 
his feet. ‘Tufcan feeing that, cried out, * I love 
¢ thee O Cafar! and therefore will not let thee 
dic, if poflible ;* and running to him, tookhim 
in his arms; but, at the fame time, warding a 
blow that Cazfar made at his bofom, he receiv’d 
it quite through his arm), and Ceefar having not 
ftrength to pluck the knife forth, though he 
attempted it, Tufean neither pull’d it out him- 
felf, nor fuffer’d it to be pull’d out, but came 


down 
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down with it flicking in his arm ; and the rea- 
fon he gave for it, was becaufe the air fhould 
not get into the wound. They put their hands 
a-crofs, and carried Czfar between fix of them 
fainting as he was, and they thought dead, or 
jot dying ; and they brought him to Parham, 
and laid him on a couch, and had the chirur- 
geon, immediately to him, who drefs’d his 
wounds, and fow'd up his belly, and us’d means 
to bring him to life, which they effeéted. We 
ran all to fee him; and, if before we thought 
him fo beautiful a fight he was now fo much al- 
ter’d, that his face was like a death’s-head 
black’d over, nothing but teeth and eye-holes : 
for fome days we faffer'd no body to fpeak to 
him, but caufed cordials to be poured down his 
throat; which fuftained his life, and in fix or 


feven days he recovered his fenfes: for you muft 


know, that wounds are almoft toa miracle cur’d 
in the Indies ; unlefs wounds in the legs, which 
they rarely ever cure. 

When he was well enough to fpeak, we talk’d 
to him, and aik’d him fome queftions about his 
wife, and the reafons why he kill’d her; and 
he then told us what I have related of thar re- 
folution, and of his parting, and he befought 
us we would let him die, and was extremely 
afflicted to think it was poffible he might live : 
he affur’d us, if we did not difpatch him, he 
would prove very fatal to a great many. We 
{aid all we could to make him live, and gave 
him new affurances; but he bege’d we would 
not think fo poorly of him, or of his love to 
imoinda, to Imagine we could flatter him to 
lite again: but the chirurgeon aflured him he 
could not live, and therefore he need not fear. 
We were all (but Czfar) affli€ted at this news, 
and the fight was ghaftly : his difcourfe was fad ; 
a’d the earthy fmell about him fo ftrong, that I 
was perfuaded to leave the place for fome time, 
(being myfelt but fickly, and very apr to fall 
into cangerous fits of illnefs upon any extraor- 
dinary melancholy.) The fervants, and T'refry, 
and the chirurgeons, promis’d all to take what 
poffible care they could of the life of Cefar ; 
and I, taking boat, went with other company to 
colonel! Martin's, about three days journey 
down the river. But I was no fooner gone, 
than the governor taking Trefry, about fome 

pretended earneft bulineti: a day’s journey up 
the river, having communicated his defign to 
on: Banifter, a wild Irifhman, one of the coun- 
eil, a fellow of ubfolute barbarity, and fit to 
execute any villany, but rich , he came up to 
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Parham, and forcibly took Czfar, and had him 
carried to the fame poft where he was whipp’d ; 
and caufing him-to be ty’dto it, and a great 
fire made before him, he told him, he fhould 
die like a dog, as he was. Cefar replied, 
This was the FA piece of bravery that ever 
Banifter did, and he never fpoke (enfe till he 

ronounc’d that word ; and if he would keep ic, 
he would declare, in the other world, that he 
was the only man, of all the Whites, that ever 
he heard fpeak truth And turning to the men 
that bound him, he faid, ‘ My friends, am I 
‘to die, or to be whipt?’ And they cry’d, 
¢ Whipt! no, you fhall not efcape fo well.’ 
And then he reply’d fmiling, ‘A bleffing on 
thee ;’ and affur’d them they need not tie him, 
for he would ftand fix’d like a rock, and endure 
death fo as fhould encourage them to'die: * But 
‘ if you whip me, (faid he) be fure you tie 
© me faft.” 

He had learn’d to take tobacco; and when 
he was affur’d he fhould die,’ he defir’d they 
would give him a pipe in his mouth, ready 
lighted ; which they did: and the executioner 
came, and firft cut of his miembers, and threw 
them into the fire ; after that, with an ill-favour- 
ed knife, they cut off his é¢ars and hisnofe, and 
burn’d them; he ftill f{moak’d on, as if nothing 
had touch’d him ; then they hack’d off one of 
his arms, and ftill he bore up and held up his 
pipe ; but at the cutting off the other arm, his 
head funk,’ and his pipe dropt, and he gave up 
the ghoft, without a groan or a reproach. M 
mother and fifter were by him all the while, 
but not fuffer’d to fave him ; fo rude and wild 
were the rabble, and fo inhuman were the jutti- 
ces who ftood by to fee the execution, who after 
paid dear enough for their infolence. They 
cut Cefar into quarters, and fent them to feve- 
ral parts of the chief plantations; one quarter 
was fent to colonel Martin; who refus’d it, ard 
{wore, he had rather fee the quarters of Ba- 
nifter, and the governor himfelt, than thofe of 
Cefar, on his plantations ; and that he could 
govern his Negroes, without terrifying and 
grieving them with frightful fpe¢tacles of a 
mangled king. 

Thus died this great man, worthy of a bet- 
ter fate, and more fublime wit than mine to 
write his praife: yet, I hope, the reputation of 
my pen is confiderable enough to make his 
glorious name to furvive to all ages, with that 
of the brave, the beautiful, and the conftant 
Imoinda.

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A Torkifh fer publifbed at Dublin: on cccafion of 
the laudable care of a chief magiftvate of that me- 
tropolis, in punifbing the vile abufe of falfe-aweights 


and meafures. 


. Grocer of the city of Smyrna had a fon, 
who, with the help of the little learning 
the country could afford, rofe to the poft of 
Naib, or deputy of the Cadi, or mayor of that 
city, and as fuch vifited the markets, and in- 
foeéted the weights and meafures of all retail 
dealers. One day as this ofhicer was going his 
rounds, the neighbours, who knew enough of 
his father’s character to fufpect that he might 
ftand in need of the caution, advifed him-.to 
move his weight for fear of the worft: but the 
old cheat depending.on his relation to the in- 
fpector, and fure, as he thought, that his fon 
would not expofe him to a publick affront, 
Jaughed at their advice, and ftood very calmly 
at his fhop- door waiting for his coming. The 
Naib however was well affur’d of: the difhonet- 
ty and unfair dealing of his father, and refolv- 
edto deteéct his villamy, and make an example of 
him. Accordingly he ftopt at his door, and 
faid cooly to him, .‘Good man fetch out your 
‘ weights that we may examine them.’ Inftead 
of obeying, the grocer would fain have put it 
off with a laugh, but was foon convinced his 
fon was ferious, by hearing him order the off- 
cers to fearch his fhop, and feeing them pro- 
duce the inftruments of his frauds, which after 
an impartial examination were openly condemn- 
ed and broken to pieces His fhame and con- 
fufion, however, he hoped would plead ‘with a 
fon to remit him all further punifhment of his 
crime ; but even this, though entirely arbitra- 
ry, the Naib made as fevere as for the moft 
indifferent offender, for he fentenced him to a 
fine of fifty piaftres, and to receive a baftinadoe 
of as many blows on the foles of his feet. All 
this was executed upon the fpot, after which 
the Naid leapt of his horfe, and threw himfelft 
at his feet, and watering them -with his tears, 
addreffed him thus: ‘ Father, I have difcharg- 
* ed my duty to my God, my fovereign, my 
country, and myftation: permit me now, b 
my refpect and fubmiffion, to acquit the debt I 
owe aparent. Juftice is blind ; it isthe power 
of God on earth ; it has no regard to father or 
fon. God and our neighbour's right are above 
the ties of nature. You had offended againft 
the laws of juftice ; you deferved this punith- 
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ment; you would in the end have received 

from fome other : I am forry it was your fate 
to receive it from me. My confcience wonld 
not fuffer me to act otherwife. Behave better 
for the future, and, inftead of blaming, pity 
my being reduced to fo cruel a neceffity.”. This 
done, he mounted his horfé again and_continu- 
ed his journey, amidft the acclamations and 
praifes of the whole city for fo extraordinary 
a piece of juftice ; report of which being made 
to the fublime Porte, the fultan advanced him 
to the pot of Cadi, from whence by degrees he 
rofe to the dignity of Mufti, who is the head 
both.of the religion and the law among the 


Turks. 


Continuation of the Travels of MoNCACHT-APE ; 4 
civilized Indian of Louifiana, to the North We, 
Parts of America, fhewing, that the North Eaft 

Part of Afia, and the North Weft Part of Ame- 

rica are only feparated by a marrow Strait, or 

Arm of the Sea; giving the moft authentic, and 

fatisfatory Account of thefe unknown Regions yet 


publifled.  Coucluded. 
I Landed here, and trave]'d along the north 

fide of the Miffouri for a great many days, 
till at laft I came to the nation of the Miffouris ; 
with them 1 ftay’d a confiderable time, not 
only to repofe myfelf after my fatigues, but 
alfo to learn their language, which 1s fpoken 
or underftood by a great many nations. In this 
country one fcarce fees any thing but large 
meads, above a days journey over, and cover’d 
with large cattle, ‘The Miffouris feldom eat 
any thing but flefh, they only cultivate as much 
maiz as may ferve for a change, and prevent 
their being cloy’d with beef and game, with 
which their conntry_ abounds. ring the 
winter which 1 {pent with them, the fnow fell 
to the depth of 6 feet. 

As foon as the winter was over, I refum’d 
my journcy along the banks of the Miffouri, 
and travell'd till I came to the mation of the 
Weft, ‘There I was told, that it was a long 
journey to the country from whence both they 
and we came ; that I muft yet travel during the 
{pace of a moon (a month) towards the fource 
of the Miffouri, that then I fhould turn to the 
right, and go direétly north, and at the end of 
two or three days, I fhould meet with another 
river which ran from E. to W. quite Contrary 
to the courfe of the Miffouri, then I might 
fall down this river at cafe upon rafts, untill I 

came 
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£aine to the nation of the Loutres, ‘or Otters, 
where J might recejve more ample and parti- 
cular inftructions, 

In purfuance of thefe direétions, I rravell'd 
hp the Miffouri above a month, being afraid of 
turning off to the right too foon, when one 
nighe after I had lighted my fire, and was go- 
ing to reft, I perceived fome fmoak at a diftance, 
towards the place where the fun fet; I imme- 
diately concluded that this was a party of hunt- 
ers, who purpofed to pafs the night there, and 
that probably they might be of the nation of 
the Loutres. 1 immediately made towards 
them, and found about thirty men and fome 
women. They feem'd to be furpriz’d, but re- 
ceived me civilly enough. We could only un- 
derftand each other by figns. After I had 
been with them three days, one of the women 


being near her delivery, fhe and her hutband - 


left the company, in order to return home by 
the eafieft road, and took me along with them. 
_ We trayell’d yet up the Miffouri 9 eafy days 
journeys, and then went direétly north for 5 
days, at the end of which time we came to a 
Tiver of very fine clear water. When we 
came to the f Be where the hunters had left 
their canoes, we all three embarked in one of 
them, and fell down the river till we came to 
their village. I was very well received by 
them, and foon found that this was indeed the 
nation of the Loutres, which I was-in queft of 
I fpentthe winter with them, and employed 
myfelt in learning their language, which they 
told me was under ftood by all the nations which 
lay between them and the great water (the fea.) 
The winter was fcarce ended, when I ‘em- 
barked in a canoe with fome provifions, a pot 
ta cook them, and fomething to lie on, and de- 
fcended the river. Ina little time I came to a 
very fmall nation, whofe chief happening to be 
upon the banks bluntly demanded, Who art 
thou ? What bufinefs haft thou here with thy 
fhort hairs? Itold him my name was Mon- 
cacat-ape, that I came from the nation of the 
Loutres, that though my hair was fhort, my 
heart was good, and then hinted the defign of 
my journey: He replied, that though I might 
come from the nation of Loutres, he faw plain- 
Jy I was not one of that nation, and wondered 
wt my {peaking the language. I told him that 
1 had learned it of an old man whofe name was 
a8 CBS He uo fooner heard the name of 
Salt-tear, who was one of his friends, than he 
invited me to ftay in his village as long as I 
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would. Upon this I landed and told him, that 
Salt-cear had order’d.me to.fee an old man his 
name was The Great Roe-Buck.) This hap- 
ge to be the father of the chief; he orde-r- 

im to be cafled, and the old man received me 
as if I had been his own fon, and led me to his 
cottare. 

The next day, he informed me of every 
thing { wanted to know, and told me thar” jl 
fhould be very hofpitably received by all the na-: 
tions betweenthem and the great water, on 
telling them I wasa friend of the Great Roe-' 
buck. Ionly ftaid two days longer; I then 
put on board my canoe a ftock of provifion, 
prepared from certain fmall grains, lefs than 
French peafe, which afford an excellent food, 
and immediately embarked and continued to fall 
down the river, not ftlaying above a day with 
each nation I met with in my way. 

The laft of thefe nations is fettled about a 
days journey from the fea, and about the race 
of a man, (near a league) from the river. 
They live concealed in the woods for fear of 
the bearded men. I was received by them. as 
if I had been one of their own countrymen. 
They are continually upon their guard on ac- 
count of the bearded men, who do all they can 
to carry off young people, without doubt to 
make them flaves. ‘They told me thefe beard- 
ed men were whites, that they had along black 
beard which fell down upon their breaft, that 
their bodies were thick and fhori, that their 
heads were large and cover’d with ftuffs, that 
they were always cloathed, even in the hottef 
feafons, and that their cloathes reached to. the 
middle of their legs, which as well as their 
feet, were alfo cover’d with red or yellow 
ftufts; that their weapons made a great nojfe, 
and a great fire, and that when they faw.,the 
red men (the natives). were more numerous 
than themfelves, they retired to a great canoe 
(a fmall fhip without doubr) which contained 
about 30 of them. ~ They added that thefe 
ftrangers came from the place where the fun 
fets (the Welt) in queft of a foft yellow wood, 
which yields a yellow liquor of a fine fmell, 
and which dies a fine yellow colour, and that 
obferving they came every year’ as foon as 
winter was over to fetch this wood,. they hac, 
according to the advice of their old men, cut 
down and deftroyed all the trees, fince which 
time they had not been fo often troubled with 
the vifits of thefe bearded. men: but that they 


ftill vifited every year two adjacent nations w.10 
agreca 
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Could not imitate their policy, becaufe the yel- 
low wood was the only wood their country pro~ 
duced, and that all that all the neighbouring 
nations had agreed to arm and join together the 
approaching fummer in order to deftroy thefe 
bearded men, at their next coming, and rid the 
country of them. ; 

As I had feen fire-arms, and was not afraid 
of them, and as the rout they purpofed to take 
was the way to the nation I was in queft of, 
they purpofed my going along with them: I 
readily agreed, and as foon as fummer came, I 
march’d with the warriors of this nation to the 
general rendezvous. The bearded men came 
jater than ufual this year: whilft we waited for 
them the natives fhew’d me the place where 
the bearded men laid their canoe (the fhip.) 
It was between two high and long rocks, which 
formed the mouth of a Shallow river, the banks 
whereof were cover’d with yellow wood. It 
was agreed to lie in ambufh for the bearded 
men, and that when they had landed, and were 
bufy in cutting the yellow wood, we fhould 
rife, furreund them, and cut them off. Atthe 
end of 17 days two great cafoes appeared, 
they came to their uftial place behind the rocks ; 
the firft thing the bearded men did after their 
arrival (tor there were two men privately pla- 
ced upon the rock to obferve them) was to fil 
certain wooden veffels with water. At the 
end of the fourth day they arm’d and landed, 
and went to cut wood. ‘They had no fooner 
begun to cut than they were attack’d on all fides, 
but notwithftanding our utmoft efforts, we kill’d 
but 11, all the reft gained their little canoes, 
and fled to their great ones, which foon launch- 
ed into the great water and difappeared. 

Upon examining the dead, | found them to 


be lefs than we are, and very white; their. 


bodies were thick and their heads large: about 
the middle of their head their hair was long : 
they wore no hats as you do, but had their 
heads bound about with a great deal of fome 
fort of ftuff; their cloathes were neither of 
wool nor bark, but of fomething like your old 
fhirts, very foft and fine, and of different co- 
lours, (filk without doubt.) The covers of 
their legs and feet were all of a piece: I endea- 
voured to put on one of them but my feet were 
were too large. Of the 11 that were killed, 
only two had fire-arms, powder and ball. I 
try'd thefe pieces and found they did not carry 
fo far as yours , they were much lighter than 
yours: their powder was mixed of three forts 
of grain, large, middle, and fine, but the 
Jarge made the greateft part, 
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Thefe were the remarks I made upon the 
bearded men, after which, leaving the warri- 
ors, with whom I came, to return home; I 
joined thofe nations who were fettled upon the 
coat further towards the weft ; we followed the 
courfe of the coaft, which is dire€tly between 
the north and the weft. When we came to 
their fettlements, I obferved that the days were 
a great deal longer than with us, and the nights 
very fhorr. IT afk’d them the reafon of it, bur 
they could give me none. Their old men told 
me, that it was in vain for me to proceed any 
further ; they faid that the coaft extended it- 
felf yet a great way between the N. and W. 
that it afterwards turn’d fhort to the Weft, and 
having run for a confiderable diflance in that 
direétion, it was cut by the feafrom N. to S. 
One of them added, that when he was. youn 
he knew a very old man, who had feen this 
tract of Jand, before the fea broke through it, 
and that to this day at low water one might fee 
rocks and fhailows in the channel, which had 
formerly beendry land. ‘They all joined to 
diffuade me from travelling any farther, affur- 
ing me, that the country was cold and defart, 
deftirute of animals and inhabitants, and advifed 
me to return to my own Country: I accordingly 
took their advice and return’d by the way Kok 
I came.” 


Memoirs of the Lire of Kovit Kan. 
“HAMAS KOULI KAN faw with plea- 


fure his treafures thus encreafed, whena 
terrible accident difturbed his joy. He had 
made prifoners of war of all the Moguls offi- 
cers , four of whom were guarded at an inn 
by twenty Perfian foldiers. Thefé four off- 
cers drank freely, and though their law for- 
bids them wine, yer they got drunk, Being 
aflifted by their domeltics, whom they admitted 
in too great a nuinber, they forced their way 
and killed the guards. Immediately they rufh- 
ed into the ftreets, crying out, Victory, Ma- 
hamad Schah has flain Nadir Schah with a 
poniard. At this report fpread over the city, 
the populace ran to arms, and fell upon the Per- 
fian troops. Five or fix thoufand Perfians were 
flain in this commotion in four hours. This 
infurrection had continued longer, if Thamas 
Kouli Kan, had not made a continual fire from 
eight o’Clock till twelve, when the hoftilitics 
ceafed. 
The next day Kouli Kan, lefs provoked ar 
the report of his death, than at the lofs of hig 
Yyy foldicrs 
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foldiers, mate a general aflembly be called to- 
pether, by found of trumpet. All his troops 


put themfelves under arms, and appeared in 
order of battle. Kouli Kart paffed all the di- 
vifions of the town with his fcymitar in his 
hand, and affigned to his men the different 
quarters they were to plunder : ‘ Go my com- 
© rades, faid he, pillage, kill, fack all; let us 
“ ufe thefe cowardly, treacherous Moguls as 
* they deferve.’ ‘ 

Every commander departed with his men to 
his afligned place. ‘Thamas went himfelf with 
his into the plain of Nichok, which is the fineft 
and richeft quarter of the city. He entered 
the mofque, which is on an eminence, from 
whence he could fee on all fides, and fitting 
down, gave orders that they fhould fet fire to 
the four corners of the quarter, and that ~ 
fhould without diftinction kill perfons of ail 
qualities, ages and fexes. His orders were 
punctually éxecuted ; and at the fame time, in 
all quarters they pillaged, they ravifhed, they 
maffacred without pity all they found, and 
thofe who by flight efcaped the flames, perifhed 
by the fword. 

Azefia, by a fpecial favour, had not been 
comprehended in the prifoners of war. He 
came from his palace and after many dangers 
which he ran, he came to the plain of Nichok. 
There without a turbant, and torn veftments, 
he flung himfelf at the fect of the Perfian king. 
This prince raifed him up and prefented him in 
a golden veffel fome fweet-meats which he. was 
¢ating. 

‘ Ah, my prince, cried he, how can I re- 
* lifh the honour you do me, while I fee the 
* blood of my fellow citizens ftream in full ri- 
* vers by the hands of your foldiers. Put me 
rather to death with them, Millions of 
wretches whom your orders deftroy, are no 
more guilty thanI. Do you not fear, left 
God fhould break this arched mofque over 
you, and crufh you to pieces? Muft a whole 
Innocent city, for a few that were guilty, fink 
in flames ? Give me the charge of finding the 

uilty : T will put them to death by the cruel- 
eft torments. But above all, I beg of you 
to ftop the pillage and maffacre. 

Thamas Kouli Kan, who had conceived a 
high efteem for Azefia, was not offended at this 
free difcourfe. He difpatched officers to put a 
#op to the flaughter and pillage ; which in {pite 
of his orders continued demolifhing cill nine 
©’Clockat night; and did not ceafe till the 
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grand provoft of the army with the royal cym- 

al ran through all quarters, killing or cauling 
to be kilied by his guard thofe who ufed any 
hoftilitics Three parts of Deli were over- 
thrown and ruined. The fire continued eighre 
days without any pofhbility of extinguifhing it. 
The palaces of the lords and princes were the 
particular objeéts of the rage and avarice of 
the foldiers, and it is thought a million of fouls 
perifhed in the capital. 

This defolation was fucceeded by another 
calamity: they forced thofe who had efcaped 
the fire and carnage to bring all their gold and 
jewels to the citadel. Thofe who was fufpected 
of concealment, were ftretched on a kind of S¢. 
Andrew’s crofs, and after they were thus 
bound, they beat them fo cruelly, that they 
either expired in torment, or delivered up ail 
that they had remaining of gold or filver, 
Azefia was employed in this examination of the 
emperor’s officers, from the vizir to the com- 
mon foldier, and likewife in the enquiry con- 
cerning difpenfers or bankers in court, in town, 
and the army. Many of thefe poifoned them- 
felves in defpair. 

There were perpetually brought into the ci- 
tadel, both night and day, immenfe treafure, 
or elfe to the houfe of Azefia. They were ac- 
cumulated, and made as it were fo many moun- 
tains. In one place was formed a mountain of 
golden roupies, in another one of filver ; here 
a pyramid of veflels of gold and filver, and 
other rare and precious pieces , and fuch heaps 
were likewife feen in the courts of Azefia’s 
palace. 

A hundred workmen, for fifteen days, were 
employed in melting down and reducing to in- 
gots the gold and filver which was not ftamped 
that it might more eafily be carried away. 
Two ingots pierced in the middle and bound 
together by a trong cord made a camel’s bur- 
den; they filled fifty boxes with gold roupies, 
and eight thoufand with roupies of filver: there 
was alfo an inconceivable number of other 
chefts filled with diamonds, pearls, and other 
jewels. This is what I know will appear in- 
credible to fuch as never had a true idea of 
the Moguls riches. ‘The annual tribute only of 
Bengal confifts in four hundred oxen loaded 
with gold and filver roupies; there are thirty- 
two provinces in the empire, fome of which 
are as extenfive as France. 

The governors of thefe provinces live fo 
fplendidly, that in-feveral refpects they sone 
tLe 
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the magnificence of European kings. They 
never appear in public without great pomp and 
fhew, either on account of the number of offi- 
cers richly cloathed, which accompany them, 
or the number of their elephants, camels, ca- 
valry and infantry, which compofe their equi- 


eee 
, The laft mark of his feverity which Kouli 
Kan fhewed, was to caufe the four general 
officers to be publickly ftrangled, who were 
authors of the fedition, whom Azefia had 
found out, and caus’d with a halter about their 
necks to be brought before the Perfian king ; 
and though they were his own relations, he 
would aik no mercy for them, judging them 
intirely unworthy of it. 

Thamas Koult Kan having no more to do at 
Indoftan, thought cf returning to his own 
ftates, and declar’d to Mahamad Schak upon 


what conditions he would reftore him to the 


throne. 

1. That the kingdoms of Cachemire, Caboul, 
Moultan, and fome other countries as far as 
the river Atak, fhould hereafter belong to 
Perfia. 

2. That Mahamad Schah fhould, during life, 
pay annually to Perfia, three carols of roupies. 

3. That he fhould only have the honour and 
title-of emperor, but that Azefia fhould govern 


the empire. 

4. That in cafe of war, the Mogul emperor 
fhould fuccour the empsror of Perfia againft 
his enemies, and that Perfia fhould do the fame 
for the Mogul. 

5. That Mahamad Schah fhould but be al- 
lowed a lak of roupies for his annual expence. 

6. That he fhould have no officers about his 
perfon but what Tharhas approv’d of. 


The Mogul having acceded to the propofi-: 


, tions, and thank’d Kouli Kan for his goodnefs, 

the crown was reftot’d to him, and he reafcend- 
ed the throne. He begg’d of Thamas that-he 
would either approve of the ceffion of the em- 
pire to his fon, or that his fon might have the 
government inftead of Azefia; bur both were 
denied him. 

‘Thamas, thus loaded with the fpoils of the 
empire of the Mogul, left Deli in the begin- 
ning of June with his army. They reckon 
the value of what he carried away with 
him to haye amounted to a_ hundred 
carols of roupies of filver. We ought lef$ to 
admire at thefe immenfe riches, asthe revenues 
_ and manafactures of Indoftan draw thither 
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every year a great part of the money of Afia, 
and Europe, from whence it returns no more 
when itis once there. ‘The Marates, a nation 
accuftomed to pillage, had’ a great inclination 
to get this booty ; they for fome days watched 
the motion of the Perfian army, but never 
durft attack it, for its march was performed in 
admirable order ; befides, it had been reinfor- 
ced with ten thoufand horfe, fent by the eldeft 
fon of Thamas Kouli Kan. ‘This prince, as 
brave as his father, commanded an army of 
fifty thoufand men, which was always at four- 
{core leagues diftance.- 

He had likewife divided his troops into two 
corps, to have more conveniently fufficient pro- 
vifions, to prevent the confufion of too great a 
multitude, to keep in refpect the conquered 
countries which he left behind him, and to fe- 
cure a retreat in cafe of an attack or a defeat. 
The two armies always at an equal diftance 
from each other, returned into Perfia. 

Kouli Kan, before he left Candahar, built in 
two places two good fortrefles, to hinder the 
Moguls from invading Perfia, and have a faci- 
lity of returning into their own territories 
when the fancy took them. He was received 
at Ifpahan by the nobility and all the ftates of 
the kingdom with the utmoft demonftrations of 
}°y. 


A Frencu Author giving on Account of a very 
agreeable Man, in whofe Character he mingles 
good Qualities and Infirmaties, vather than Vices 
and Virtues, tells the following Story. 


UR knight, fays he, was pretty much ad- 
QO dicted to the moft fafhionable of all faults. 

He had a loofe rogue of a lackey not a 
little in his favour, tho’ he had no other name 
for him when he fpoke of him but the Rafcal, 
or to him but Sirrah. One morning when he - 
was drefling, firrah, fays he, be fure you bring 
home this evening a pretty wench. e fellow 
was a perfon of diligence and capacity, and had 
for fome time addrefs’d himfelf to a decay’d old 
gentlewoman, who had a young maiden to her 
daughter, beautiful as an angel not yet fixteen 
years of age. The mother’s extreme poverty, 
and the infinuations of this artful lackey, con- 
cerning the foft difpofition and generofity of 
his mafter, made her confent to deliver up her 
daughter. But many were the intreaties and 
reprefentations of the mother to gain the child’s 
confent to an a€tion, which fhe fuid fhe abhorred, 
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at the fame time fhe exhorted her to it, but 
child, fays fhe, can you fee your mother die 
for hungar ? the virgin argued no longer, but 
burfting into tears, faid fhe would go any 
where ‘The lacky conveyed her with great 
obfequioufnefs and fecrecy to his Mafter’s lodg- 
ings, and placed her in a commodious apart- 
meat tillhe came home. The knight, who 
knew his man never failed of bringing in his 
prey, indulged his humour at an entertainment 
wah ladies, expecting to be received in the 
evening by one as agreeable as the beft of them. 
Ww “ety come home his lackey met him with 
a faucy and joytul familiarity, crying out, ‘‘ fhe 
** is handfome as an angel, (for there is no other

“* has wept till her eyes are {welled and bloted ; 
** tor fhe is a maid and a gentlewoman.’"*. With 
that he conducted his mafter to the room where 
fhe was and retir’d. The knight when he faw 
her bathed im tears, faid in fome furprize, 
** Don’t you know, young woman, why you 
** were brought hither? The unhappy maid 
fell on her knees, and with many interruptions 
of fighs and tears, id tohim, ‘‘ 1 know, alas! 
“© too. well why I am brought hither ; my mo- 
“* ther, to get bread for her and myfelf, has 
** feng me to do what you pleafed ; but would 
** it would pleafe Heaven I could die before I 
** am added tothe number of thofe miferable 
wretches who live without honour !** With 
this reflection fhe wept anew, and beat her bo- 
tom. The knight ftepping back from her, 
jaid, ‘‘ I am not fo abandoned as to hurt your 
innocence againft your will.” 
_ The novelty of the accident furprized him 
into virtue ; and covering the young maid with 
a Cloak, he led her to a relation’s houfe, to 
whole care he recommended her for that night. 
‘The next morning he fent for her mother and 
asked her if her daughter was a maid? The 
mother aflur’d him that when fhe deliver’d 
her to his férvant fhe was a ftranger to Man. 
** Are not you then (reply’d the knight) a 
** wicked woman, to contrive the debauchery 
of your own child ?””, She held down her 
f.ce with fear and fhame, and in her confufion 
uttered fome broken words concerning her po- 
verty, ** Par be it, (faysthe gentleman) that 
** you fhould relieve yourfelf from want by a 
** much greater evil: your daughter is a fine 
creature ; do you know of none that ever 
“* {poke of her for a wife ?”? The mother an- 
swer’a, ** There is an honeft man in our 
** neighdourbood that loves her, who has 
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“© often faid that he would marry her with two 
‘© hundred pounds.” The knight ordered his 
men to reckon out that fum, with an addition 
of fifty to buy the bride cloathes, and fifty 
more as a help to her mother.
